COINS  OF  NERO 

The  collector  of  authentic 
portraits  of  emperors  of  New 
Testament  years  may  have  al- 
most any  kind  he  wishes  of 
Nero’s  output  - sestertius, 
dupondius , denarius,  or 
smaller  ones.  Nero  had  many 
and  his  portraits  are  very 
easy  to  identify;  one  glimpse 
and  we  quickly  recognize  the 
features  of  Nero. 

Nero!  Every  student  of 
ancient  history  recoils  at 
the  name.  It  is  a synonym 
for  cruelty.  He  figures  in 
history  chiefly  because  of 
his  terrible  treatment  of  the 
Christians.  No  doubt,  he  in- 
herited cruelty  from  his 
mother,  Agrippina.  She  was  a 
sister  of  the  emperor, 
Caligula.  After  Caligula, 
when  Claudius,  uncle  of  Cali- 
gula, had  ascended  the  throne, 
she  became  her  uncle's  wife, 
the  empress.  That  was  her 
third  marriage.  By  it,  her 
son  Nero  became  a step-son  of 
Claudius.  But  Claudius  ad- 
mired Nero's  ability,  adopted 
him,  and  had  him  carefully 
educated  under  the  famous 
philosopher  Seneca. 

Agrippina,  in  a scheme  to 
place  Nero  on  the  throne, 
poisone'1  Claudius. 

At  first,  Nero  seemed  to 
give  promise  to  quite  a de- 
gree of  wisdom  and  justice. 
But  he  became  more  and  more 
of  a debauchee. 

His  mother  reprimanded  him, 
with  the  result  that  they  be- 
came estranged;  then  he  con- 
trived to  have  her  murdered. 

In  64  A.D.  Rome  burned. 
Whether  or  not  Nero  caused  it 
to  be  burned,  hoping  to  build 
a more  beautiful  city  on  its 
ruins,  naming  it  Neropolis 
(nee-rop'  0-lis),  thus  re- 
instating himself  with  his 
subjects,  we  cannot  know, but 
that  was  the  general  suspi- 
cion . 

Then  he  accused  the 
Christians  of  having  burned 
the  city.  He  made  torch- 
lights of  Christians  by  hav- 
ing them  wrapped  in  pitched 
cloth,  and  burned  by  night. 
Some  were  crucified,  some 
were  sewed  into  animal  skins 
and  thrown  to  dogs  to  be 
torn  to  pieces. 

The  life  of  any  one  of  high 
standing,  integrity,  wisdom, 
or  any  virtue  that  could  pos- 
sibly arouse  Nero's  envy,  was 
in  danger  with  that  depraved 
monarch  on  the  throne.

COINS  OF  NERO 
(Continued) 

Paul  and  Peter  are  supposed 
to  have  suffered  martyrdom  at 
Nero's  hand.  Paul  beheaded 
outside  the  gates  of  Rome. 
Peter  crucified  head  down, 
upon  the  site  that  was  known 
as  "Nero's  Circus,"  which 
is  now  just  in  front  of  the 
entrance  of  St.  Peter's 
church  in  Rome. 

In  66  A.D.  the  Jews  at 
Jerusalem  rebelled  against 
Roman  rule.  This  rebellion 
is  known  as  the  First  Revolt. 
Nero  sent  Vespasian  and  his 
son  Titus  to  Jerusalem  to 
quell  the  uprising.  But  dis- 
favor of  Nero  grew  by  bounds 
on  the  north  and  on  the  west 
and  at  home.  Nero  fled  to  a 
hiding  place  four  miles  out 
of  Rome.  There  he  took  his 
own  life. 

Nero--  54-68  A.  D.  Probably 
no  blacker  list  of  iniquities 
was  ever  crowded  into  four- 
teen years.  In  the  Bible  he 
is  called  merely  Caesar,  and 
Augustus--the  title  of  his 
office.  The  name  Nero  does 
not  appear. 

"Then  said  Paul,  I 
stand  at  Caesar's 
Judgment  seat  ..." 

(Act.  25:11) 

And  In  Acts  25 ; 21  and  25  he 
is  called  Augustus.

GOLD  SEEKER  FOUNDS  FIRST 
BRITISH  COLUMBIA  BANK 

The  story  of  this  early 
British  Columbia  bank  and  its 
early  banknotes  begins  with 
the  arrival  of  a ship  in  the 
capital  city  of  Victoria  from 
California  bringing  up  gold 
seekers  on  their  way  to  look 
for  gold  in  the  Cariboo 
country. 

Among  them  was  a young 
Scotsman,  Alexander  Macdonald, 
He  liked  Victoria  and  reasoneo 
that  it  would  prosper  as  the 
gateway  to  the  gold  country. 
Realizing  the  total  lack  of 
banking  facilities  in  the 
country,  he  decided  to  seek 
his  fortune  there  by  becoming 
a banker.  There  being  no 
legislation  on  Vancouver 
Island  to  restrict  or  regulate 
banking,  he  simply  opened  up 
a bank  in  a building  at  Yates 
and  Wharf  streets  on  March  12, 
1859;  printed  some  banknotes 
which  he  issued  as  money,  and 
looked  for  business. 

His  business  grew  and  pros- 
pered with  the  country.  In 
1859  his  bank  handled  a 
quarter  of  a million  dollars 
worth  of  the  precious  metal  in 
gold  dust  and  nuggets,  and  in 
1861  he  shipped  over  $600,000 
worth  of  it  out  of  the  Island 

About  1862  he  opened  a 
branch  bank  at  Barkerville  in 
the  Cariboo  mining  district. 
Macdonald's  Bank  was  looked 
on  at  that  time  as  one  of  the 
soundest  institutions  of  the 
country,  and  its  currency  was 
accepted  by  everyone. 

There  came  a time,  however, 
when  the  people  began  to 
realize  that  all  banks  should 
be  inspected  and  regulated  by 
the  government,  and  many  ad- 
vocated it.  In  July  7,  1864 
two  acts  were  passed  by  the 
legislature  of  Vancouver 
Island  dealing  with  banking. 
One  edict  said  that  non- 
chartered  banks  would  not  be 
permitted  to  issue  banknotes 
after  March  1,  1865. 

Macdonald  made  plans  to  go 
to  England,  organize  a joint 
stock  company  and  obtain  a 
charter.  Before  leaving  for 
England,  he  went  to  inspect 
his  branch  office  in  Cariboo 
and  while  there  learned  that 
his  bank  in  Victoria  had  been 
robbed  during  his  absence. 
$15,000  in  Sovereigns,  $10,000 
in  Bank  of  B.N.A.  notes  and 
some  U.  S.  five  dollar  gold 
pieces  and  other  currency  was

looted  from  the  bank.  Rewards 
were  offered  but  the  criminals 
were  never  apprehended  nor  the 
many  recovered. 

Macdonald  returned  to  the 
city  and  did  his  best  to 
settle  accounts  but  with 
little  success.  In  December, 
1865,  he  left  suddenly  for 
California,  as  some  of  his 
creditors  threatened  him  with 
imprisonment.  He  never  re- 
turned to  Victoria.  He  died 
in  1913  in  San  Francisco.  His 
old  bank  building  still  stood 
until  1947  when  it  was  de- 
molished .
